About  sii  mile*  eastward  there 
was  a nice  little  church  at  Wash- 
ington— once  a noted  place  being 
the  Capital  of  the  Ktate.  Northward 
wafi  what  remained  of  old  Salem 
church,  4nd  thence  acctoss  Cole's 
Creek,  by  Bro.  Silas  H.  Coleman's 
and  Sis*er  McGill’s,  Bro.  Griftiing  s 
and  Coleman’s  you  could  reach  old 
Fellowship  church.

1 propose  now  to  show  that.at  the 
close  of  verse 25,  Judas  Immediate- 
ly leftar.d  was  gone  out  when  our 
Lord  instituted  his  Supper.

In  the  31st  verse  we  have 
this  language,  “Therefore,  when  he 
was  gone  out,  Jesus  said,  now  is  the 
Son  ot  Man  glorified  and  God  Is 
glorified  in  him.”  No,  no,  my  broth- 
er, Judas  was  gone  out  when  the 
fsird’s  Supper  was  instituted.  So 
Matt.  2ti  :2*i,  27  hag  nothing  to  do 
with  Judas,  as  be  was  gone!

Now,  if  this  wa3  done,  these  good 
people  would  run  their  hands  into 
their  pockets  and  help  to  educate 
our  young  preachers.  Next,  ouj 
young  preachers  would  be  more  tu 
sympathy  with  those  who  had  not 
the  gospel.  Next,  they  would  be 
saving  souls.
